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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1,2,4, and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable 
over Peterson (USPN 5,421 ,61 1 ) in view of DE 3626989 to Sombrowski. 

Peterson shows a snowmobile with an elevation mechanism 30 that moves the 
snowmobile between a transport condition and a use condition. It includes a stabilizer 
brace with a ground-engaging base member 30a, and two arms30b, 30c. The arms are 
pivotally connected to opposite sides of the snowmobile by stabilizer brace mounts 32, 
34. 

Peterson lacks an extensible lift. 

Sombrowski shows a tracked vehicle with an elevation mechanism, in Figure 5, 
having a pivotable stabilizer brace 20, 17, and an extensible lift 18, 23. The lift is 
connected between the ground-engaging portion of the stabilizer brace and the distal 
end of the tracked vehicle. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide the 
Peterson stabilizer brace with an extensible lift, as taught by Sombrowski, including an 
actuator connected between the ground engaging portion and the distal end of the 
vehicle, in order to automate a manual operation for the convenience of the operator. 
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3. Claims 3 and 6 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1,2,4, and 5 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Bridsall and Few show stabilizer lifts mounted at the outer edge of vehicles. 

6. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
